Tbe latest oflice of tho 
compaar 0n Jersey City has been 
stripped eleaa of books and papers. 
Edward P. Parkharst, president, of 
New Haven, has baen unable te get 
any trace of Charlea R. Barlow, treas- 
urer of the compaity. According to 
Ihe original promises, tbe Mergeu- 
thaler-Hortoa machine w«a (Olng to 
make a aUndard fruit baaket which 
would revolutlonlaa the baaket iMua- 
try 4n a short time. 

Sidney Whitloek, former aecre- 
Ury. said: "There moat kave been 
a great deal more than a mltlion dol- 
lars taken In from tke agle of stock. 
Our Paducah plant alona coat $710,- 
000 and we apeat |>*0,OSg advertla- 
Ing. A lot mora waa apent buying 
other baaket madllaa patenta. The 
exi>erlmental work also was costly. 
After we manufactured a lot of ma- 
chines we found a flaw in them, which 
made us a loss. The machlima were 
exhibited in various cities, where we 
had branch offlcps, and this took 
money. Parties of prospective atock- 
holdeis were taken to Paducah from 
.New York and this also waa expen- 
sive. 

"I think the company would have 
been able to run if there had been 
any grape and' peach crop thla year. 
It depended on grapes for summer 
buslneas and on peaches for winter 
orders. Both crops failed and ordera 
for baskets fell off." 

Whitiock said he still thonght th4 
basket buslnesa coultf be made to par, 
and thinks the plant down at Padu- 
cah should not be .aI)owad to atand 
idle. Meanwhile the proaaat market 
price «C the 7S-eant atoek la tkraa 
casta a ahare'wlth no takers.
